These negotiations,

I the reports, are being taken up b y 1 
the Chinese Government at Pekh.g 
with the various foreign powers. 
The proposed changes provide that 
all Chinese cases be heard by Chi- j 
nese m agistrates only in t he after-' 
noon sessions of the court and that 
no foreign assessors participate in 
any way in tile hearings; that the

I jurisdiction 
has 
been 
withdrawn 
(Germany and Russia) come under 
the jurisdiction of tile Chinese m ag-; 
istrate sonly; 
that the new 
m agis-’ 
trates be appointed after examina­ 
tions conducted by the Ministry of 
Justice, and tiiat a Qourt of Appeals 
be established. 
The most significant change pro­ 
posed is in the establishm ent of a 
Court of Appeals. 
At the present time there is no 
Court of Appeals, and 
the 
Mix'd 
Court with its wide scope, is the 
most powerful court in the world, per­ 
haps, as it hears every variety of 
criminal and civil action, regardless 
of the amount of money involved or 
the sentence, including death, that 
may be given to convicted offenders. 
Under the present rules of the 
Court Chinese magistrates, appoint­ 
ed by the Peking government, sit 
with foreign assessors having equal 
power. Two assessors, appointed by 
the British "Consul-General, sit 
on 
Mondays, W ednesdays and Fridays; 
two assessors,
